LUDLOW — Since 1794, 
originally located on Mill- 
er Street, Saint Paul’s United 
Methodist Church, now on Hub- 
bard Street, has provided its 
members a place to have fellow- 
ship and serve their local com- 
munities. Unfortunately, due to 
small membership and financial 
troubles, the church has official- 
ly closed its doors for good. 


Despite the closing, former 
members, such as Suzanne Han- 
gasky, choose to remain positive 
and reflect on the good times 
spent at the church, whether it 
was through their Sunday ser- 
vices, weekly bible studies or 
outreach efforts. 

“We had a very strong sense 
mission and did both global and 
local missions,” said Hangas- 
ky. For example, she said that 
church would put together sew- 
ing kits and school kits, which 
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were sent to help people in sew- 
ing industries, as well as school 
children in need of supplies, 
across the world. 

Also, members of the church 
put together flood buckets, 
which contained five-gallon 
buckets of essential items that 
were shipped across the country 
in response to floods caused by 
a hurricane. Hygiene kits, which 
contained face wash, soaps, 
toothbrushes and were sent as 
well so people living in conven-

LUDLOW -- For children 
who are eager to enjoy sum- 
mer vacation outside of their 
homes, the wait is over. The 
Ludlow Community Center/ 
Randall Boys and Girls Club 
reopened to host its “School 
Age Summer Fun Program” on 
Monday, July 13th. 

From July 13th to Aug. 28th, 
this Department of Early Educa- 
tion and Care licensed childcare 
program will be offering chil- 
dren, ages 6 to 13, with a vari- 
ety of social, education, physi- 
cal and fun activities. Activities 
consist of arts and crafts, theme 
days, virtual field trips, the 
playground, gym, Beam interac- 
tive gaming and more. 

School Age Director Sheri 
Santos said that the intention 
of this program is to make sure 
that the children have a great 
experience within the CDC 


guidelines. 

“Although (the pandem- 
ic) can be very in the way of 
things, counselors have put to- 
gether great activities within 
the program so that kids don’t 
feel like they’re being social 
distanced,’ said Santos. “We 
want to produce enough fun 
to these kids to they can say, 
as different as the summer 1s, 
we still had the same fun, if it 
weren't that way.” 

Mechilia Salazar, President 
and CEO of the Boys and Girls 
Club, said she and the rest of 
the staff of the club are grateful 
for reopening to host the Sum- 
mer Fun Program. 

“Everybody was excited 
and ready to go,” said Salazar. 
“People have been waiting for 
the call to say. ‘We’re ready to 
go back to work and be happy 
with our kids.’”’ 

Regarding the safety of the 
building, Salazar said certain 
equipment must be taken out 


of program spaces completely, 
because they’re hard to clean. 
There’s also going to be a huge 
emphasis on making sure to 
minimize the sharing of mark- 
ers, supplies and more. 

Thanks to Franklin Sports 
and Ludlow C.A.R.E.S. Coa- 
lition, the club has secured ap- 
proximately $3.000 worth of 
sports equipment and supplies to 
ensure socially distanced activi- 
ties. Individuals in the commu- 
nity who sent birthday presents 
in honor of the club still cele- 
brating their 70th birthday are 
also to thank for the supplies. 

Salazar said although the 
Boys and Girls Club is cur- 
rently open for the Summer 
Fun Program, they are prepar- 
ing to reopen their preschool 
in the coming weeks. “Our 
focus is serving the youth of 
our community,” said Salazar.

Granby woman 
arrested for OUI 
on West Street 


LUDLOW — On Saturday, 
July 3rd, at approximately 4:49 
p.m. an officer on patrol ob- 
served a red 2006 Dodge Cara- 
van parked diagonally across an 
entranceway, which was closed 
off by a gate, in the area of 673 
West Street. 

The officer conducted a wel- 
fare check on the operator (and 
sole occupant of the vehicle), af- 
ter observing the vehicle’s brake 
lights to be activated for an ex- 
tended period of time, accord- 
ing to police. The operator was 
found slumped over the wheel 
with no obvious signs of breath- 
ing. Ludlow Fire Department 
Paramedics were requested to 
respond. 

A hypodermic needle and a

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Rollover accident leads to arrest 


LUDLOW -— On Saturday July 3rd, 
at approximately 8:04 p.m., multiple 
callers reported a single-vehicle roll- 
over accident with injuries at the in- 
tersection of West Street and Brook 
Street by the Ludlow/Granby town 
line. Officers arrived and observed an 
overturned gray 2007 Nissan Altima 
on West Street. All occupants were 
out of the vehicle and sitting/stand- 
ing on the roadside. Ludlow Fire De- 
partment Paramedics arrived shortly 
thereafter and assumed medical care. 

The two adults in the vehicle, Ja- 
mie Hernandez, 33, and Sarah Har- 
vey, 31, of Defiance, Ohio, hindered 
the investigation by giving several 
misleading statements as to who was 
operating the vehicle. Witnesses in- 
cluding an off-duty police officer, who 
happened to be traveling behind the 
Nissan and observed the crash, pro- 
vided key witness information that 
contributed to determining that Jamie 
Hernandez was the operator. 


Investigating officers determined 
that the vehicle was traveling on 
West Street towards Granby when it 
crossed the Southbound lane, struck 
the guardrail, and overturned. Howev- 
er, rainy conditions limited the abili- 
ty of officers to accurately determine 
the speed of the Nissan at the time it 
crossed the double yellow lines. 

Multiple occupants were trans- 
ported to Baystate Medical Center. A 
report was also filed with the Depart- 
ment of Children and Families. 

Hernandez was charged with the 
following offenses: Unlicensed Op- 
eration, Negligent Operation, Marked 
Lanes Violation, four counts of Reck- 
less Endangerment of a Child, three 
counts of a Child Seat Belt Violation, 
and Obstruction of Justice. Har- 
vey was charged with four counts of 
Reckless Endangerment of a Child 
and Obstruction of Justice. They will 
both be summoned to Palmer District 
Court at a later date.

Allergies? Or COVID-19? 


Understanaing the signs 
and symptoms 


SPRINGFIELD 
— When COVID-19 
arrived in the United 
States earlier this year, 
the country was at the 
height of its flu season. 

Since there is 
an overlap between 
some symptoms of 
the novel coronavi- 
rus and the flu, many 
people at the mere 
sign of symptoms were concerned that 
they might have COVID-19 and not sim- 
ply the flu. 

Now similar questions are arising as 
allergy season is in full swing and will 
continue into the fall. 

“For the most part, those who already 
suffer from allergies should know wheth- 
er or not they are experiencing typical 
seasonal allergy symptoms. They will 
have a stuffy nose that disappears and 
returns, and that gets better on allergy 
medications and they are not ‘ill.’ Typi- 
cally they are not short of breath or have 
a cough, unless they have asthma,’ said 
Dr. Arnando Paez, chief, Infectious Dis- 
eases, Baystate Medical Center. 

Watery, itchy eyes, an itchy nose, and 
itchy skin are also sure signs of an aller- 
gy. 

According to the American Acade- 
my of Allergy, Asthma & Immunology, 
an allergy is a chronic condition involvy- 
ing an abnormal reaction to an ordinari- 
ly harmless substance called an allergen, 
such as dust mites, tree weed, grass pol- 
len and more. 

If you have an allergy, your immune 
system views the allergen as an invader 
and a chain reaction is initiated. White 
blood cells of the immune system pro- 
duce IgE antibodies which attach them- 
selves to special cells called mast cells,

causing a release of potent chemical such 
as histamine. These chemicals cause 
symptoms such as: 

e Itching in the nose, roof of the 
mouth, throat, eyes 

e Sneezing 

e Stuffy nose 

¢ Runny nose 

e Tearing eyes 

e Dark circles under the eyes. 

According to the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention (CDC), among 
the many symptoms of COVID-19 that 
have been reported are: 

e Fever or chills (common) 

e Cough (common) 

e Shortness of breath or difficulty 
breathing (common) 

e Fatigue (common) 

e Muscle or body aches 

e Headache 

e New loss of taste or smell 

e Loss of appetite (common) 

e Sore throat 

e Congestion or runny nose 

e Nausea or vomiting 

e Diarrhea. 

“Over time new symptoms have been 
added to the list, including altered menta- 
tion or confusion, toe swelling or redness 
which we refer to as COVID toes, rash, 
which is part of the multisystem inflam- 
matory syndrome in children, and neck 
pain,” said Dr. Paez. 

“Remember, there are those without 
symptoms, referred to as asymptomatic, 
who still may have COVID-19,” he added. 

A chart on the American Academy of 
Allergy, Asthma & Immunology offers a 
comparison of symptoms for COVID-19, 
allergies, flu and the common cold. The 
chart is available at:https://www.aaaai.

“If you are unsure about your symp- 
toms and what is causing them, whether 
COVID-19 or your allergies, it’s a good 
idea to check with your doctor,’ said Dr.

and less fortunate.

his month, Massachusetts entered 
phase three of the statewide reopening 
plan. Now, most businesses are open 
again, including restaurants and cafes with 
indoor and outdoor seating, retail stores, 
movie theaters and gyms. 

I’ve gone to a few restaurants and cafes 
while practicing social distancing and wear- 
ing my mask (except when at the table).

Disagrees with STCC program cuts 


Dear Editor, 

It was recently announced that Spring- 
field Technical Community College would 
be eliminating seven programs from their 
fall course selection. While COVID-19 has 
been a challenge for all of us and will con- 
tinue to present us with problems we cannot 
lose sight of the mission of our community 
colleges. “Support students as they trans- 
form their lives.’ What is most troubling is 
that most of these programs are providing 
students with a vocational education. On the 
chopping block are automotive technology, 
biomedical engineering technology, biotech- 
nology, civil engineering technology, cosme- 
tology, dental assistant training and landscape 
design and management technology. 

At a time when we are experiencing a 
shortage of trade workers in our common- 
wealth and nation this is not the area our pub- 
lic institutions should be making cuts. Many 
of these careers are in high demand with 
good salaries. The closest educational op- 
tion may be up to fifty minutes away in the 
Worcester area if these programs are elimi- 
nated at STCC. That is an unacceptable op- 
tion for students pursuing a trade in Western 
Massachusetts. 

Our local legislative delegation must in- 
tervene and request that the administration 
at STCC reconsider this decision and ensure 
that these important certificate programs re- 
main in place for students in Western Massa- 
chusetts. As a member of the Ludlow School 
Committee I will be asking my colleagues in 
the Pioneer Valley to take a stand and let the 
STCC administration know the importance of 
these programs for our graduating students. 
A strong economy relies on a strong work- 
force and skilled trade workers.

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Zucchini, zucchini and more zucchini 


oday, the girls and I 
made a double batch 
of zucchini _ bread. 
This treat signals that sum- 
mer is at its peak and so is 
the zucchini harvest! I usu- 
ally think that if I make four 
loaves, two can go in the 
freezer. Typically, howev- 
er, we devour the bread so 
fast 1t doesn’t seem logical 
freeze any for later use when 
we can enjoy it now. I am 
hoping for a typical abun- 
dant harvest. Here is how to deal with lots 
and lots of this versatile vegetable. 

Store it. Zucchini will keep in the re- 
frigerator for at least one week. Smaller 
squashes are more flavorful, and less seedy 
than their overgrown counterparts. Har- 
vest when the fruits are six inches long or 
less, and still narrow. It is likely that base- 
ball bat-sized squashes will develop now 
and then, especially if you are away from 
the garden for a few days. Don’t worry; 
they can be used in most recipes that call 
for zucchini, although you may wish to re- 
move the largest seeds first as they have a 
tendency to get tough and chewy. 

Freeze it. Simply shred whole zucchi- 
nis, Skin and all. Drain in a colander to re- 
move excess liquid and pack in containers 
or freezer bags. Nothing beats zucchini 
bread in the middle of winter. It is helpful 
to freeze in amounts compatible with your 
recipe; in other words if you need two cups 
to make bread, freeze in two cup portions. 

If fried veggies are a favorite treat, you 
can freeze raw, peeled zucchini sections af- 
ter coating them with bread crumbs. First, 
freeze them on a plate or cookie sheet, 
then, pack in freezer bags with as much air 
removed as possible. Fry up at a later date. 
I have never been very successful freez- 
ing blanched zucchini slices. Experiment 
yourself and maybe you will have better 
luck. 

Steam it. Who likes soggy zucchini?

No one. Cut in slices one quar- 
ter of an inch thick and steam 
for a mere two or three minutes. 
sem Sprinkle with dill or lemon juice 
"| and thyme for a wonderful sum- 
mer side dish. One trick I have 
found to prevent sogginess is to 
dump out your steaming water 
then let the zucchini sit on the 
hot pan for a bit before eating. 

Stuff it. Here is the perfect 
use for the aforementioned base- 
ball bat-sized quash. Making 
zucchini boats are my sister-in- 
law Janice’s favorite way to utilize the veg- 
etable. I can always count on her to take 
a few biggies off my hands. With a spoon 
hollow out the seed cavity. Stuff it with a 
mixture of cooked rice, sauce and ground 
beef or turkey. Top with shredded cheese 
and bake until it bubbles. Yummy! Put a 
Mexican spin on this recipe by using black 
beans, salsa and taco cheese along with 
brown rice in place of the other ingredi- 
ents. Freeze individual portions of this dish 
for a quick dinner. 

Bake with it. Zucchini bread and muf- 
fins are one thing, but double chocolate 
zucchini cake? Yes, and there are more 
enticing dessert recipes where that came 
from. Consult your local library or the in- 
ternet for other mouth-watering selections. 
One pointer: drain shredded zucchini well 
before using in any recipe. Place it in a col- 
ander and apply pressure with clean hands 
or a large mixing spoon. Squeeze all the 
liquid right out of it. This way your des- 
serts will be moist, but not soggy.

Yet, it seems that past Saturday chore 
times are being wrung out. 

Another popular site and scene is a 
fund-raising car wash. These often char- 
itable, labor-intense work efforts bene- 
fit and bless countless organizations for 
worthy causes. But, before that event 
happens, hours of preliminary work 
takes place: organizing volunteers, find- 
ing a good traffic spot with available 
water outlets, publicity, buying cleaning 
supplies, welcoming cars, ushering ve- 
hicles through the car wash brigade and 
then afterward: the all-important clean- 
up. 

Other common sites, scenes, and 
sounds of car wash businesses are in 
nearly every town and definitely in all 
cities complete with automated car-wash 
systems and helpful operators.

David Greenslit takes Street Stock Battle for the Belt victory

WINCHESTER, N.H. — Ben Byrne 
(Deerfield, Ma) stormed to his sec- 
ond NHSTRA Modified victory of the 
summer Saturday, July 11, at Monad- 
nock Speedway, topping a stout 21-car 
field at the storied quarter-mile oval. 

With a huge crowd filling the so- 
cial-distance-spaced grandstands to 
take in the night’s huge fireworks 
display and six exciting divisions of 
racing at the high-banked speedplant, 
nobody went home disappointed. Ex- 
cept, maybe, Todd Patnode and Chris 
Davis. 

Dave Greenslit (Langdon, NH) 
made easy work of winning the Street 
Stock Battle of The Belt series 50-lap- 
per, LMS superstar Aaron Fellows 
(Croydon, NH) stayed undefeated on 
the world, while Pure Stocker Dave 
Aiken (Claremont, NH) earned his 
second victory lap of the summer, and 
Tim Leblanc (Hinsdale, NH) topped 
the Mini Stocks; all on Monadnock’s 
fourth night of 2020 racing. 

Rob Richardi and second-gener- 
ation hot shoe Matt Kimball brought 
the thundering Mod Squad to the 
green, with Richardi leading by less 
than a wheel on the first two go- 
rounds and then setting a fast pace as 
Kimball and Brian Chapin went to 
war behind him. 

Close behind them, Trevor Bleau, 
firing from row four, and Ben Byrne, 
from row six, were charging forward 
with four others. Byrne had almost 
passed Richardi when the caution 
waved on lap 21, and then completed 
the task a lap later. Bleau, on a rail, 
claimed the deuce as lap 28 went in 
the books, but could advance no fur- 
ther. Richardi held strong to hit the 
stripe third, just ahead of Kimball and 
Brian Robie. 

Bleau’s fourth top-four of the 
young season deadlocked him with 
Robie atop the points parade, while 
defending track champ Todd Patnode 
— third in points entering the night’s 
racing — got taken out in a lap-five jin- 
gle, finishing 21st on the night. 

Dave Greenslit, the winner of the 
Battle of The Belt Series’ first event of 
the summer at Hudson, duplicated that 
run Friday. Firing from row two, the 
defending track Street Stock champ 
immediately took control, inching past 
Chris Buffone on lap one, and never 
looked back. 

Buffone’s uncle, former Pro Stock 
ace Tommy O’Sullivan, got up for 


on the south shore, along Buzzards Bay. 
The Kittansett Club, founded in 1922 and 
designed by legendary golf course ar- 
chitect William Flynn, is a seaside links 
course surrounded on three sides by wa- 
ter that is often transformed by a stiff 
wind. When Kittansett hosted the Walker 
Cup in 1953, Dick Chapman, a top U.S. 
amateur who won the 1940 U.S. Ama- 
teur and 1951 British Amateur, referred 
to Kittansett as, “The hardest golf course 
I ever played.” What’s more, when the 
Mass Amateur was last played at Kittan- 
sett in 2008, the cutline was 11-over. Gil 
Hanse has restored many of the original 
mounds and has had numerous trees re- 
moved to return the seaside views. The 
course has also been rated as one of Golf 
Digest’s Top 100 Courses in America 
since 1971. 

The Bay Club at Mattapoisett, located 
10 miles west, was added in early June 
as a second site for stroke play, making 
it the second time in three years the Mass 
Amateur is being played at two differ- 
ent facilities. Founded in 2003, The Bay 
Club has a much shorter history, but it’s 
a scenic parkland course with 88% of 
the original forest preserved. Designed 
by PGA Professional Brad Faxon and 


designer Brad Booth, the course fea- 
tures pristine fairways and greens and 
British-style fescue that will swallow up 
poorly-executed shots. 

Mass Golf’s competitive season of- 
ficially began June 15, with three of the 
nine total qualifying rounds used to de- 
termine the 144-player Championship 
field. With first-tee starts only, half the 
field will start stroke play at The Kittan- 
sett Club, while the other half will com- 
pete at The Bay Club. They will switch 
the next day, and the top 32 will advance 
to match play. 

Kittansett has hosted this event five 
times previously, first in 1958 and most 
recently in 2008. In the field are 12 pre- 
vious champions, including defending 
champion Steve DiLisio (Salem COC), 
who recently finished his senior year at 
Duke University. John Hadges (Thorny 
Lea GC) last won this event when it was 
played at Kittansett and will have the 
chance to do so once again. Matt Parziale 
(Thorny Lea GC), the six-time Mass 
Golf Player of the Year, won the champi- 
onship in 2017, while Mike Calef (Pine 
Oaks GC), the last person to win back- 
to-back (2012, 2013) is seeking a third 
title.

Fellows has not lost 
a race at any track so far this year. 

Tim LeBlanc, firing from row 
two, led every lap of the Mini Stock 
25-lapper to score his first win of the 
season. Nathan Wenzel came from 
row four of the 17-car field to claim 
the deuce, with Andy Harman nudging 
past two-time winner Gordon Farnum 
to earn the three spot. 

And in the Pure Stocks, Lady Luck 
dealt defending track champ Chris Da- 
vis a crap hand for the second week in 
a row. In charge with only two laps to 
go, Davis dropped suddenly off pace 
again, this time watching helplessly as 
Dave Aiken stormed past to score his 
second win of the summer. 

Mike Douglas took the checkers 
just behind Aiken, with Brandon La- 
voie, Kodi Sabins, and Nolan McClay 
rounding out the top five. Davis coast- 
ed to a disappointing tenth-place fin- 
ish. In a post race inspection, Lavoie 
was disqualified. 

Justin Harris took charge on lap 20 
of the Northeast Classic Lites 30-lap- 
per, then sped off to victory ahead of 
Joey Deguio. Cody Hodgdon earned 
the bronze, while defending four-time 
series champ Duane Skofield was a 
non-factor in this one.

er’s re-opening plan. 

Among the language was a require- 
ment for batters and baserunners to wear 
masks or other face coverings. 

The rule was meant to provide some 
protection in instances where there could 
be the potential for the minimal amount 
of contact that does occur in baseball, 
such as batters at the plate being in prox- 
imity to the catcher, or a baserunner being 
held on at first, second, or third by a near- 
by fielder. 

The guidance also suggested dugouts 
be spaced out with players utilizing space 
near the dugout to stay socially distant, as 
well as using face coverings if that option 
was not available. 

Baseball was among the sports to be 
allowed to begin games. Soccer, basket- 
ball, and lacrosse were forbidden to have 
contests. 

Following the governor’s guidance be- 
ing distributed, Nason had league manag- 
ers poll their players. 

Nason said Tuesday morning enough 
players among the existing six teams had 
dropped out due to the requirements that 
there would not be enough players to hold 
the season, and cancelled the 2020 season 
just two days before it was set to begin. 

Nason had been considering a 5 to 10 
game slate, starting out with five games, 
and possibly expanding if the conditions 
in Massachusetts were favorable. 

Now, the entire 15-game schedule is 
cancelled and league players will have 
to wait until 2021 to play. Also cancelled 
was a Scheduled exhibition game for the 
league at the National Baseball Hall of 
Fame in Cooperstown, N.Y. that was 
scheduled for early September. It is not 
known if the game will be attempted next 
season.

“As the peak of tropical cyclone ac- 
tivity in Massachusetts has _ historically 
been during August and September, now 
is the time to begin preparing yourself, 
your family, your home, and your busi- 
ness,’ said Public Safety and Security 
Secretary Thomas Turco. “Whether you 
live in a coastal evacuation zone that may 
experience storm surge or further west 
in the Berkshires, tropical systems can 
bring heavy inland rainfall, flooding, and 
destructive winds in all parts of the state 
and we encourage all residents to pre- 
pare.” 

“The Massachusetts Emergency Man- 
agement Agency (MEMA) continues to 
work with our partner agencies to plan 
how to respond to disasters while con- 
sidering the public health challenges of 
COVID-19,” said MEMA Director Sa- 
mantha Phillips. ““We are working close- 
ly with the Department of Public Health 
and other state agencies to adapt our 
sheltering and evacuation plans to the 
COIVD-19 environment. These changes 
will help ensure people are able to social- 
ly distance, safely quarantine and isolate, 
and reduce exposure to the coronavirus 
if evacuations and sheltering become 
necessary. We encourage all residents 
to learn if they live in a hurricane evac- 
uation zone, make an emergency plan, 


assemble an emergency kit, and stay 
informed. Given COVID-19, residents 
should also add face coverings, disinfec- 
tants and hand sanitizer to their emergen- 
cy kits and plan where they would evacu- 
ate to if needed.” 
How Residents Can Prepare 

e Make an Emergency Plan - Have 
an emergency plan of how your family 
would communicate, evacuate, and shel- 
ter in place that addresses the needs of 
all of your family members, including 
seniors, children, individuals with access 
and functional needs, and pets. https:// 
www.mass.gov/info-details/make-a-fami- 
ly-emergency-plan 

e During the COVID-19 pandem- 
ic, your plan to evacuate should include 
where you might evacuate to (relatives’ 
home, hotel, etc.) given your circum- 
stances. If you are in a high-risk popula- 
tion, the safest option may be to evacuate 
to a location without the general public 
such as a hotel, relatives’ home or other 
destination. 

¢ Build an Emergency Kit - Build or 
customize an emergency kit that will sus- 
tain your household for three to five days 
without power. https://www.mass.gov/in- 
fo-details/build-an-emergency-kit. 

e During the COVID-19 pandemic, 
include face coverings or masks, disin- 


fectants, hand sanitizer and other clean- 
ing supplies that you may need in an 
emergency.

This guidance will be provided to munic- 
ipalities to inform their planning and pre- 
paredness for hurricane season and will 
be used to adjust the Commonwealth’s 
mass care and evacuation plans to help 
keep individuals both safe and healthy 
during a disaster. 

Working in _ partnership with the 
Emergency Support Function Team 
and with local partners, some of the 
steps MEMA is taking to prepare for 
the 2020 hurricane season during 
COVID-19 include re-evaluating ca- 
pacities of state-initiated regional shel- 
ter sites; preparing for the need for 
additional evacuation transportation 
vehicles; adding screening, sanitization, 
disinfection, and general public health 
protocols to existing mass care plans; 
and planning for and preparing to pro- 
vide sheltering in non-congregate set- 
tings such as hotels.

or have a friend or family member check 
on them if that’s an option. Pets thrive on 
routine so every time you have to change 
that routine, be patient.” 

Blancato was thrilled to see how many 
pets were adopted from Second Chance 
as stay-at-home restrictions were put in 
place. “It was an ideal time for pets to be 
welcomed into a family. Now, as those 
families may be spending less time at 
home, we hope adopters will help their 
new pets adjust to the change.” 

If you’ve been home with your pets 
this whole time, Second Chance Medical 
Director Grace Park recommends taking 
steps to teach your pet to be alone again, 
or for the first time with newly adopt- 
ed pets. “This can include leaving them 
home alone for a short period and gradu- 


ally extending the length of time you are 
out. As you head out the door, you can 
reward calm behavior with a special treat. 
A peanut butter filled Kong or a food-dis- 
pensing puzzle toy is great if your pet is 
unable to destroy them.” Park also recom- 
mends adjusting your schedule as early as 
possible, to get your pet used to the new 
waking and feeding times. 

Most of all, Blancato and Park urge 
pet owners to remain understanding and 
not rush to surrender their pet if they re- 
turn home to an accident or chewed-up 
shoe. With a little time and training, your 
companion can adjust to the new sched- 
ule. Pet owners who think their pet may 
need extra support can reach out to their 
veterinarian for help.
